The late Controller Gurney was of the 
opinion that u was not a charitable institu- 
tion even in a legal sense. He thought that 
if the city ever refused to make the appro- 
priation of $20,000 the Washingtonian Home 
directors would never attempt the collection. 
Controller Burley also questions whether the 
home is a charitable institution in the legal 
sense of the word, and thinks that the Coun- 
cil might question that phase of the matter 
without incurring serious responsibility. 
Uniess the Legisiature at its session next 
winter deals with this subject the Council at 
the time of the annual appropriation bill will 
certainly be asked to interfere. 

The late Albert D. Hager, who was once

E. P. Chapin, the State Savings Bank Ex- 
aminer, who was on his way to Fall River, 
said tonight that he was not altogether fa- 
miliar with the trouble between Cashier 
Chapin and Examiner Getchell, but in his ex- 
amination last August of the savings bank, 
of which Chapin is Treasurer, his attention 


was attracted to some mat‘ers which, though 


they did not affect the savings bank, he 
feared might affect the National bank. He 
communicated these suspicions to National 
Bank Examiner Getchell. He will reéxamine 
the savings bank’s books tomorrow. It is not 
believed Mr. Chapin appropriated any of the 
money to his own use. The trouble all arose 
from his business methods.

No money can replace 
my loss, The solitaire diamond brooch was 
left me expressly in my husband’s will, and 
everything stolen had a special value from 
family associations.“ 

An investigation was commenced today at 
the Rue Monthabor Police Station. Mrs. 


Stevens says some of the jewels were stolen 


in Germany, others in Italy, and others from 
the Continental Hotel, where Mrs. Stevens 
left some of her valuables during her recent 
visit to London. There are several clews as 
to the thief, but the police now are carefully 
watching a young woman hailing trom sunny 
Italy, who speaks French with pure Parisian 
accent, and who for years past has been 
giving admirable satisfaction as Mrs. Ste- 
venus maid, but who has many male ad- 
mirers. She says she is innocent. Circum- 
stantial evidence is strongly against Ler, as 
she is the only person who haa access to the 
valuables. 

Another theory is that a band of American 
or English thieves are the real robbers, but 


have worked so adroitly as to throw 6us- 
picion on the maid. Both Mrs. Stevens and 
the police seem utterly ata loss to set upon 
any conclusive evidence. The affair creates 


a sensation in Paris, and ail Americans now 
deposit their jewelry wich their bankers. 
The hotel clerx says rich Americans are 
robbed every year in Paris. Generally there 
is a woman in the case, and sne is sure to be 
a pretty one, well dressed, and charming. 
She makes lots of friends among the guests 
of the large hotels. Suddenly she disap- 
pears, and no one dreams that she is the 
agent of a most dangerous band of thieves. 
At present such a woman is at the Conti- 
nental Hotel, and she is believed to be one 
of New York’s daring crooks, and under 
various false names she has penetrated into 
good society in London and Paris, and has 
been implicated in more than one shady en- 
terprise. She recently was on the best of 
terms with Mrs. Paran Stevens. She was 
seen this evening at the Continental Hotel.

The Newspaper Reveals the Name of the 


Man Who Farnished the Extracts.

BERLIN, Sept. 23.—In order to obviate the 
disagreeable consequences of contumacy the 


publishers of the Deutsche Rundschau have re- 
| vealed today to the Government the name of 


the person who communicated to them the 
text of Emperor Frederick’s diary—Prof. 
Dr. Gefincken of Hamburg, who, leaning to 
the Conservative side of liberalism, epjoyed 
the confidence of the late Emperor. Dr. Ge- 
flucken lived in London several years— 
as he had previously in Berlin—in the 
capacity of Hanseatic Minister Resident. He 


is a frequent contributor to English maga- 


zihés on German politics. What nis personal 
relauons to Prince Bismarck are is not clear, 
but, not being a radicai leader, his primary 
motive in divulging the diary could not have 
been to give the Liberalists a puff for the 
forthcoming Prussian elections on the 
strength of the late Emperor's admitted 
sympatby with the Freisinnige or Liberaiist 
development of Germany. It will be the 
main object of the criminal investigation 
which has now been set afoot to 
discover the motives that underlay the 
publication. Meanwhile, in spite of all the

CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES AGAINST THE CITY. 

Corporation Counsel Green ought to have 
the full and hearty support of the Council 
Finance Committee in his fight against the 
exorbitant and unwarranted clams of the 
property-owners on Jackson street east of 
the new bridge on account of alleged dam- 
ages growing out of the erection of ap- 
proaches thereto. Encouraged by the ex- 
cessive damages allowed to Judge Altgeld 
through the defaylt of the City Attorney’s 
office to make the best use of the evidence 
and the law at its disposal, the property- 
owners, not only on Jackson street but on 
Market street, have been making large claims 
for imaginary damages. They are not will- 
ing to take into account the great benefits 
derived by them through the construction 
of the magnificent bridge, but want 
to pocket both benefits and dam- 
ages. It is the opinion of competent 
real estate men that the property of the 
persons who are now seeking to recover 
damages has been enhanced m value from 
10 to 25 per cent through the erection of the 
structure. Their claims under the circum- 
stances are untenabie, and are evidently 
based on a misinterpretation of the eminent 
domain section of the Constitution, which 
provides that private property shall not be 
taken or damaged for public use without just 
compensation.“ This provision as construed 
by the courts implies that damages may be 
offset by benefits, and that where the bene- 
fits are equal to or greater than the damage 
done there can be ao recovery by the private 
owners as against the municipal corporation. 
This is a reasonable and equitabie interpre- 
tation of the constitutional provision and has 
governed in all cases since 1876, when the 
Supreme Court of the State decided in the 
Elgin case referred to by Judge Green yes- 
terday as follows:

When the claimants go into court to prove 
damages they can be confronted with the 
testimony of every reputable real estate 
dealer in the city that their property has re- 
ceived benefit as well as injury, and often 
the former is much the greater. The claims, 
which aggregate $500,000, ought to be reject- 
ed by the Finance Committee of the Council 
and settled by the courts, under the law as 
laid down by our Supreme Court. 

The Mayor sustains the views of the Cor- 
poration Counsel on this question of benefits 
to offset alleged damages, and the Council 
Finance Committee, instead of talking com- 
promise and offering large damages, ought 
to aid the Mayor and the Law Department in 
the collection of testimony showing what the 
benefits are in each case as offsets to dam- 
ages.

MinxEaPouts, Minn., Sept. 28.—[Special. }—

GOV. GUY CAPTURES THE CAPITOL. 


He Ousts the Byrd Adherents and Takes 
the Reins of Government. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 28.—Information 
comes from Dougherty, Tex., that Gov. Guy 
marched into Tishomingo, the Chickasaw 
Capitai, yesterday with an armed force and 
took his seat. Gov. Guy was legally elected 
Governor, but was counted out by the Byrd 
party and Byrd took his seat as Governor.

MR. FULLER’S FIRST WORK. 


SOME OF THE CASES TO COME UP AT 
ONCE IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Pmong Them Is the Noted Myra Clark 
Gaines Action Against the City of New 

' Orleans—Further Details of the Aque- 
duet Frauds—An Investigation Prom- 
ised—Artangements for the New Fast 
Mail Train Between Chicago and New 
York and Boston. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 28.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States will reassemble 
Monday, Oct. 8, and it is probable that ail the 
Justices except Mr. Stanley Matthews, who 
is ill, will be present. Immediately upon the 
opening of the court Chief Justice Fuller will 
take the oath of office, and after the trans- 
action of routine business the court will ad- 
jourp to call on the President. The next day 
the call of the docket will begin. There are 
already 1,187 cases on the docket, and it is 
expected that this number will be increased 
to about 1,200 by the time the court meets. 
The tirst case to be called is what is known 
as the Government Bell Telephone case, which 
comes up on an appeal from the decision of 
the lower court sustaining the demurrer 
filed by the Bell Telephone Company to the 
Government suit. The questions involved 
are strictly legal ones and do not go into the 
merits of the case. If the decision of the 
lower court be sustained it will constitute an 
end to the Government case, but ii this 


court should overrule the court below the 
case will then go back for trial on its merits. 
There is a possibility that the telephone case, 
though at the head of the list, will 
not be first heard on account of 
Justice Matthews’ illness. Justice Gray 
takes no part im “the hearing and 
there may be a disinclination on the part of 
the members of the court to proceed with 
the case with only seven Justices, and they 
may postpone its hearing until Justice Mat- 
thews is able to resume his seat on the 
bench. Other woe sear 8 1 
specially assi or bear ear 0 
term, are — color-blindness case, 
involving the constitutionality of the law re- 
quiring railroad-men to be free from color- 
blindness, and one of the familiar drum- 
mer’s tax cases. Fourteen cases were taken 
undér advisement when the court adjourned 
in May last, but if the usual custom shouid 
be pursued no opinions will be rendered in 
any of them until the third Monday after the 
reassembling of the court. The best known 
of these cases is the suit of Myra Clark 
Gaines against the City of New Orieans. 


THOSE AQUEOUCT FRAUDS. 


Some of the Details of the Way in Which 
the Work Was Slighted. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Sept. 28.—As the in- 
vestigation of the construction of the new 
aqueduct tunnel progresses the more flagrant 
and criminal appears the fraud. A large 
number of holes have been drilled through 
the wails of the brick arch in as many sec- 
tions of the tunnel, and at but few points 
was the work found to have been done in any 


particular according to contract. On the 
contrary, there wasin most cases an entire 
absence of packing, and where it was found 
it consisted largely of loose stones and dry 
dirt, and was at best a miserable pre- 
tense. The House conferrees on the De- 
ficiency bill have already agreed upon a reso- 
tion authorizing a joint Congressional inves- 
tigation, and as soon as action has 
taken by the Senate and the House aad the 
committees can be appointed the work will 
de begun. 

Mr. Sayers of the House Appropriations 
Committee said today that there would be no 
whitewashing in this investigation. They 
were, he said, in earnest in the matter. 
They will have authority to summon wit- 
nesses and to sit during recess. The investi- 
gation, he declared, would be thorough from 
beginning to end, and that the officers placed 
in charge of the work would be required to 
account for trust. 

Mr. Foran said that he thought the guilty 
parties should be got into the penitentiary 
as quick as possible. The officers in charge 
of the work he thought should be dismissed 
at once for incom petency. 

Mr. Payson said: Lou cannot quote me 
too strongly in the matter.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Arrangements for the Running of the New 
7 Fast Mail to the Kast. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 28.—Postmaster 
General Dickinson, assisted by Mr. W. IL. 
Bancroft, General Superintendent Railway 
Mail Service, has just completed arrange- 
ments by which a new fast mail train will 
be established between Chicago and New 
York, commencing the 30th inst. This train 
will be known as the New York and Chi- 
cago fast mail East,“ scheduled as follows: 
Leave Chicago 8:30 a. m., arrive at Buffalo 
11:45 p. m., Albany about 7 a. m., Boston 
about 8 p. m., reaching New York at 12:30 p. 
m., being twenty-seven hours in transit from 
Chicago to New York. At Chicago di- 
rect connection will be received from 
the east-bound fast mail trains from San 
Francisco via Omaha and Portland, Ore., via 
St. Paul, thus consututing a fast mail service 
from the Pacific coast to the Atlantic sea- 
board, resulting in the saving of one busi- 
ness-day for correspondence from the Pacific 
coast States for all points in the East. By 
an arrival at New York st 12:30 p. m. city 
mail will be delivered in the early afternoon 
in ample time to admit of response the same 
day for dispatch by the fast mail west bound 
leaving New York at9 p. m. A most important 
fact in connection with the arrival at New 
York at noon is that all bank paper can be 
handied by the banks and clearing-house the 
day of its arrival instead of being delayed 
for treatment until the following day, which 
is the case under the present schedule. Ali 
late rail connections from points on the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern and New York 
Central & Hudson River Raiiroads will be 
materially improved. The mail-cars on this 
train are all being overhauled and refitted 
with the lutest improved details contributing 
to the rapid handling and distribution of the 
mails. Ihe cars, when completed, will each 
bear the name of some of the prominent 
State Governors.

Government Commissioners Oppose Utah's 


Admiasion Before Polygamy Is Abolished. 
Wasnineton., D. C., Sept. 28.—The majority 
report of the Utah Commission, signed by G. 
IL. D. Godfrey, A. B. Williams, and Arthur 
L. Thomas, was received this morning by 
the Secretary of the Interior. The recom- 
mendation of the last annual report is re- 
newed that Utah should not be admitted to 
the Union untal such time as the Mormon 
people shall manifest by their future acts 
that they have abandoned polygamy in good 
faith, and not then until an amendment shall

In commenting upon the fact that the pub- 
lic schools of Utah are, with the exception of 
a few districts, in Salt Lake City in the 
mining regions under the control of the 
Mormon Church, the Commissioners refer to 
an act passed by the last Legislative As- 
— but vetoed by the Governor, which 
provided .for the distribution of the public 
school fund for thes of public and 
private schools; also the opinion expressed 
by President Wilford Woodruff under date 
of June 8, 1888, that “the education of our 
children should be taken in hand by us as 
people. . . The of books we use 
as divine records is for Our children 
if left to the training they ve in these 
schools Will grow up enti ignorant of 
those princi of salvation tor which the 
Latter-Day Saints have made so many sacri- 
fices. . .

In conciusion the Com- 
missioners express the opinion that an ener- 
getic enforcement of the laws should be con- 
tinued, as should also the political disabili- 
ties.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


AN ADVANCE IN CERTAIN CLASSES OF 
EAST-BOUND FREIGHT. 
— 

The Pennsylvania Announces the Condi- 
tions Under Which It Is Willing to 
Restore Tariffs on Some Goods—Noth- 
ing Done with the Grain Rate—The Po- 
sition of the Chicago Roads in the Pas- 
senger Rate War — Transcontinental 
Affairs—Other Matters. 


The Pennsylvania managers yes defined 


terday 
their position regarding the proposed advance in | 


east-bound rates. They said that they would not 
consent to a restoration of grain, dressed beet, 
and cattle rates at this time, but were willing to 
accede to a partial restoration of provision rates, 
not to exceed 25 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to 
New York. and to a full restoration of high class 
rates. Their reason for refusing to advance 
grain rates was that competing lines were taking 
grain at two cents below the rate auoted by the 
Pennsylvania, and they do not propose to afford 
those roads an opportunity of making profits at 
cut rates. When those roads were ready to 
maintain uniform rates the Pennsylvania would 
accede to a restoration. As dressed 
beef and cattle it would insist on the Chicago & 
Atlantic (Erie) and Wabash Western making 
the same rates to New York as charged by com- 
peting lines. After hearing the above a meeting 
of the Chicago Committee of East-Bound Freight 
Trafic was held at Chairman Blanchard’s office, 
and it was agreed to arrange the rates in accord- 
ance with the policy outlined by the Pennsylvania. 
The rates on first, second, ana third classes, 

which include butter, eggs, cheese, etc., were re- 
stored to tariff of March 5, 1888. Commodity 
rates that were taken out of fourth, fifth, and 
sixth classes were restored to within 5 cents of 
tariff’ ot March5. The Classification, which pro- 
vides that rates on butter in car-loads from one 
consignee to one destination should be charged 
third-class rate and butter in less than 
car-loads second-class rate, was changed so as to 
apply third class on all shipments, because the 
Pennsylvania declined to make a distinction be- 
tween car-loads and less than car-loads. Grain 
rates will remain at 20 cents, Chicago to New 
York, and provision rates will be advanced from 
18 cents el 100 lbs to 25 cents, which puts the 

rate back to the relation it generally holds to 
the grain rate—namely: ‘five cents above the 

Jatter. Dressed-beef and cattle rates will remain 

unchanged. The pew rates will go into effect Oct. 

10. The failure to advance grain rates is a sad 

disappointment to nearly al) of the roads. 


The Passenger War. 

Passenger rates east from St. Louis continue 
to drop. Two reductions were made yesterday. 
The latest rates quoted from St. Louis to New 
York were: Vandalia, $11.50; Bee-Line, $10; 
Wabash, 89; Ohio & Mississippi, $8. The rates 


are now so low that the Chic roads 
cannot afford to remain neutral ess they 
mean to give up all business from the Missouri 
River. The loca) rates from the latter points to 
St. Louis, added to the low rates from * Louis 
east. amount to less than the rate from Chicago 
to New York alone. All efforts made by Chair- 
men Pierson and Daniels of the Trunk Line and 
Central Traffic Asssociation to adjust the 
St. Louis troubles have proved unavail- 
me and the indications are that the 
fight will be of long durawon and that tne roads 
both East and West from Chicago will have to 
reduce their rates materially to meet the St. 
Louis competition on through traffic. Chairman 
Abbott issued a circular yesterday stating that 
an effort is being made to involve Western roads 
in the conflict by getting them to participate in 
reduced through rates on interchange business. 
He saw no valid reason why the area of dis- 
turbance should be enla He says the St. 
Louis & San Francisco. Missouri Pacific, Wa- 
bash Western, Chicago & Alton, and St. Louis, 
Keokuk & Western Railways have already agreed 
not to recognize the war rates west of St. Louis. 
Mr, Abbott seems to forget that all the above 
roads have lines between the Missouri River and 
St. Louis and are particularly benefited by the 
low rates east from St. Louis, as all the through 
business from the West goes over their lines to 
St. Louis. The Chicago roads having direct lines 
from the Missouri River are differentiy situated 
and can get no through business unless rates via 
Chicago ced,

Pacific Coast Rates. 

The peculiar tactics of the transcontinental 
roads have compelled all the Chicago Western 
roads but one to accept the discriminative Pa- 
cific coast tariffs. The one exception is the Chi- 
cago & Alton. When the transcontinental lines

some heavy tea and wool shipments over the 
two last named roads, and in order to get 4 share 
of that business one after another accepted the 
terms offered by the Pacific coast roads. Some 
of the Central Traffic Association roads have 
also gone back on their agreement to cha 
local rates and prorate with the California ro 
Still the transcontinental lines are not happy. 
They find that the late decision of the Inter- 
State Commission in the St. Paul case is against 
the tactics employed by them, and they fear that 
if they persist in their 24 course they will 
come in conflict with the law. Steps are there- 
fore being taken to bring about a meeting of the 
Transcontinensal Association to fix new tariffs. 


How Agreements Are Maintained, 

At the meeting of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation—Southwestern Division—Sept. 12 it was 
agreed that Sept. 23 all rates snould be restored to 
the tariff of March 26. The freignt officials all re- 
ported that no contracts existed on west-bound 
business that would extend beyond Sept. 22. 
Chalrman Midgley now informs tne roads that, 
notwithstanding the declaimers thus made, events 
have since transpired which justify the impres- 
sion that a reduced rate oncanned goods was 
made after that meeting, and that it wilt apply 
to shipments offered during the month. It is im- 
perative, says Mr. Midgiey, that such action be 
taken at once, as it will, beyond the —— 
of a doubt, prevent a recurrence of such acts. 


Little Faith at Minneapolis. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 28.—(Special.]—
